This {s the recommendation of the 
house committee on the judiciary to the 
house, in the report of the committee 
filed today by Representative Palmer, of 
Pennsvivania. chairman of the subcom- 
mittee which’ ‘vestigated the case 
against Judge Swavne. After discussing 
the charges tin dctail against Judge 
Swayne and giving the findinge fn each 
case, the report concludes as follows: 

“Tpon the whole case it is plain that 
Judge Swavne hres forfetted the resnect 
and ennfidence af the har of hic eourt. 
and of the neonle of his district. wha do 
business here. He has sn conducted him- 
self as to earn the renutation of bheine 
enscepntihle to the malign Influence of a 
man of notorious'v had character. He 
has shown himself ta he harch. tvran- 
nieal and oprressive, unmindful of the 
common rule of a fust and vnrioht indec, 
He has continnuousiv and nersistentiv vin- 
Tatad the niain words of a statute at? the 
Tn, ted States and seuvrbiected himsalf tn 
punishment for the commission of a high 
misdemeanor.

The honor of the n- 
dielarv, the orderly and decent admin- 
istration of pudiie justice and the wel- 
fare of the peonle of the United States 
demand his impeachment and removal

As to the charge that Judge Swayne {!s 
a non-resident of his district, the report 
comludes: 

“From the testimony in the case, your 
committee find that Judge Swayne has 
never acquired a legal residence in the 
northern district of Florida, nor has ke 
actually resided there, as required bv 
the act of congress.”

TWO GRIFFIN BOYS 
MAY HAVE LIKE FATE 


Trouble Started in St. Charles Store 
Monday When Griffins At- 
tacked Two White Men Nam- 
ed Searcy—Officers De- 
fied by Negroes. 


De Witte, Ark., March 25.—Five negroes 
who had been arrested as a result of race 
troubles at St. Charles, this county, were 
taken from the guards by a crowd of 
men and shot to death.

“Your committee are of opinion that 
Judge Swayne was guilty of gross abuse 
of judicial powe: and misbehavior in 
office in this case, They beileve that he 
had no authority or mght to adjudge 
Simeon Belden and E. T. Davis guilty of 
a contempt of court under the circum- 
stances of the case; that the sentence im- 
posed by Judge Swayne was unauthorized 
and unlawful. It can. be 
only on the fheory that the judge 
posing it was ignorant or vindictive. 

Case of Conspiracy. 

The case of W. H. Hoskins, the report 
terms one of ‘peculiar hardships.” 

Hoskins had accumulated property to 
the value of $40,000, and owed debts to 
the extent of $10,000. ‘‘The evidence is 
full and convincing,’ the report says. 
“that a lawyer named Boone conspired 
with one Calhoun to put Hoskins in 
bankruptcy in order to plunder his es- 
tate." Calhoun sent a man to seize 
Hoskins’ books at one of his branch 
stores, Hoskins being a dealer in tur- 
pentine. He found a certain book which 
was taken away by a young son of Hos- 
kins after he had stated that it contained 
nothing about his father’s business. Con- 
tempt proceedings were begun Dbefo-e 
Judge Swayne and the young man ad- 
judged guilty, although, the report says. 
evidence was offered to show that the 
book contained nothing whatever bear- 
ing on the bankruptcy case. Young Hos- 
kins went into hiding to escape arrest 
and stated that he would rather die than 
go to jail. When the charge was not 
dismissed, he killed himself.

occurred over a trivial matter at 8t.

On Monday last the two negroes met 
Searcy and his brother in a store in St. 
Charles and the difficulty was renewed. 
One of the negroes, without warning, 
struck both of the Searcy boys over the 
head with a table leg, rendering them 
unconscious and fracturing their skulls, 
one of them to such an extent that he 
miy die. Deputy Sheriff James Kilpat- 
rick attempted to arrest him and he, 
too, was knocked down.

The negroes then gathered and defied 
the officers, declaring that “no white 
man could arrest them.” 

Their demonstrations aroused the fears 
of the citizens of St. Charles, and they 
telenhoned to this place for a posse to 
come out and protect the town. P. A. 
Douglass, deputy sheriff, went out. with 
five men Wednesday morning. Consta- 
ble L. C. McNeeley went forward with 
a posse of several men to capture the 
triffin negroes. The constable met three 
negroes—Randall Flood, Will Baldwin 
and Will Medison—in the road. He in- 
quired of them if they knew where the 
Griffins were and one of them replied 
that they did, byt “would tel] no white 
man,” adding an _ oath. The negroes 
then attempted to draw their pistols, but 
the posse fired, killing all three of them. 

Yesterday sixteen men left this place 
for the scene of the trouble. Large crowds 
gathered in from Roe, Ethel and Claren- 
don. During the day, while the sheriff's 
posse was searching for the Griffin ne- 
gsroes, they were fired upon by a negro 
named Aaron Hinton, from ambush, 
Three of the posse were hit, but the shot 
were smal] and no serious damage 
résulted. The posse returned the fire and 
the negro was shot down, Several other

Incessant Japanese Fire bas 
Turned Russian Stronghold 
Into Hades on Earth

Che Foo, March 25.—A Chinese junk 
chartered by the correspondent of a Jap- 
anese paper and sent a fortnight ago to 
Pcrt Arthur and neighborhood, has ar- 
rived here. It brings a story, the authen- 
ticity which I have no reason to distrust. 
On March (0 the correspondent landed at 
Fangiasom, near Port Arthur, and heard 
an account of the recent fight between 
the Russian and Japanese destrovers. One 
Russian destroyer was sunk, another fled 
into the harbor and a third put into 
Yangtowan, where it was shelled, set on 
fre and afterwards stranded. The crew 
of fifty escaped overland, except tw0, who 
were killed by the Japanese fire. 

Upon the approach of the Japanese. the 
Russian garrison at Yangtowan retired. 
leaving behind two guns. On the after- 
noon of March 10 my informant passed 
Yanggiason and observed ten guns 
the entrenchment. There was heavy fir- 
ing at sea, but no reply was made by the 
fort. The officers and a large crowd of 
artillerymen were standing on the sum- 
mit of the hill. 

Threatened by Starvation. 
e On March I! they entered Port Arthur 
and found provisions excessive in price. 
Starvation must ensue. The condition of 
the troops igs good, but the marksmanship 
is inferior. Even the Chinese natives, em- 
boldened by what they noticed, are grow- 
ing restive and eager for independence. 
The Russian warships which have been 
damaged were repaired in such haste that 
it is dangerous for them to leave their 
anchorage. Eight battle ships and cruis- 
ers and ten destroyers are now uninjured. 
These ships often go outside the harbar, 
but never far from the forts. Inside the 
entrance to the harbor at various points 
there are a number of damaged ships, 
which, it is currently reported, it will 
take months to repair. A boom has been 
placed across the entrance of the road- 
stead, which is alive with mines. The 
strengih of the garrison is estimateg at 


less than 5,000.

Chiciigo, March 25.—Reports today 
‘from the storm’s area in and about Chi- 
‘cago indicate that the havoc wrought 
{gs greater than at first believed. The 
property loss from the wind which was 
of a tornado character in several dis- 
tricts, was augmented later by heightened 
floods, which had but partially receded 
from previous heavy rains. In Dauphin 
park and vicinity the water has risen un- 
til the first floors of many homes are 
submerged and families are fleeing in 
panic. Business in the town is suspended 
and schools are closed, the saving of life 
and relief of suffering being given the 
first attention. The freight car shops 
of the Nickel Plate railroad was the cen- 
ter of a miniature tornado. The large 
dullding used as a repair shop was part- 
ly wrecked, the roof being hurled against 
@n adjoining building. About the shops 
Were a large number of freight cars. 
Many of these were thrown from the 
tracks, while others were unroofed. 
Several Persons Injured. 

At Washington Heights several pergons 
were injured and houses were blown 
down or unroofed. In Morgan park and 
Fernwood the storm reached tornado pro- 
portions. Five houses were unroofed, an- 
other blown from its foundations and 
miles of telephone and telegraph poies 
were blown down. Twisted telegraph 
wires blocked the Rock Island and Pan- 
handle railroad tracks. Sidewalks were 
wrenched from their places and thousands 
of yards of fences scattered through the 
Streets. 

Among the injured at Washington 
Heights was Mrs. S. Scharpier, who was 
badly cut by flying glass. The families 
of Peter Mollen and Mrs. R. Ray had 
narrow escapes. Mrs. Melton and her 
daughter were in bed when the storm 
strucky In an instant the roof was car- 
ried away and the terrified women were 
drenched by the-‘rain. The Ray cottage 
was 220 feet away. Mrs. Ray and sev- 
eral friehds were in the parlor when the 
roof of the Nelson house crashed upon 
their dwelling, wrecking the upper story. 

A number of other houses and stores 
were badly damages. Traffic on the 
street railways, operating between Blue 
Island and Auburn park was tied up 
for hours. 

Almost every house in Fernside was 
damaged in the storin. Chimneys were 
blewn down, roofs torn away and there 
Was scarcely on unbroken window left 
in the suburbs

“The judge refused to believe anything, 
saying that he would not believe his own 
brother if he would swear to it.

“The evidence establishea tne fact that 
Judge Swayne reappointed B. C. Turini- 
son commissioner of the United States, 
after a trial in his court in which Tunni- 
son as prosecutor had been successfully 
impeached as a witness. 

“The evidence also establishes that tha 
members of the bar at Pensacola, Fla..

BRITT WINS DECISION 


OVER YOUNG CORBETT 
: 


tor Twenty Rounds Little Fel- 
lows Hammered Each Other 
in Fierce Fashion 


FEARFUL PUNISHMENT 
RECEIVED BY BOTH MEN 


Betting Was Heavily In Favor of 
Young Corbett’Eight Thousand 
Persons Witnessed the Fight, 
Paying $40,000 For 
the Privilege. 


San Francisco, March 25.—James Britt, 
of California, was given the decision to- 
night over William Rothwell, better 
known as “Young Corbett,’’ of Colorado, 
in a twenty-10und contest at Woodward's 
pavilion. 

Up to the segenteenth round Corbett’s 
advantage was apparent, but in that 
round Britt rallied and rained right and 
left blows on various portions of Cor- 
bett’s anatomy, forcing the champion to 
clinch to save himself. 

The styles of the two boxers were en- 
tirely distinctive. Britt fought for the 
body most of the time while Corbett de- 
voteq his attacks for the head, face and 


jaw. 

Both fought hard in every round, Britt 
in hig crouching attitude was able to 
guard his stomach effectively, though 
Corbett was able to land hard on his 
head and jaw. In the first few rounds 
Britt found the Denver man’s stomach 
repeatedly though his blows lacked steam. 


It Was a Great Fight. 

It was without doubt the greatest fight 
fought in California. Britt’s ability to as- 
similate punishment and his endurance 
were simply marvelous. At no time dur- 
ing the twenty rounds did Britt break 
ground, eH always brought the fight to 
Corbett, who was breaking ground and 
clinching most of the time. Britt was 
heavily punished, yet was at all times 
willing to take more and finally outgamed 
the champion. The pace set was of a na- 
ture to make both men tire. However, 
their condition always brought then, 
after a minute’s respite, to the center of 
the ring with renewed vigor. 

Britt was better at the out fighting, Cor- 
bett superior in the in fighting. Britt had 
the gest foot work and the greatest sper d, 

Corbett showed himself to be a clever 
fighter at times and the heavier hitter. 

After the fight Referee Eddie Graney 
said: 

“I simply gave the decision to the man 
who had the best of the fight.” 

Receipts $40,000. 

Eight thousand spectaters gathered to 
witness the contest tonight between the 
world’s champion featherweight, “Young 
Corbett,” of Denver, and Jimmy Britt. 
the California lightweight. The club 
officials stated that the receipts would 
total about $40,000, which is the greatest 
amount ever contested for by fizhters 
of Corbett's and Britt’s caliber. 

Both pugilists weighed in tonight, and, 
as had been predicted, both failed to 
budge the bar at the 130 notch, Britt’s 
exact weight was 129, while that of 
Corbett was not given to the public. 

Corbett was a pronounced favorite, at 
odds which fluctuated from 10 to 6 to 
10 to 5%. The betting, which had been 
apathetic, considering the great wmterest 
djsplayed in the contest, revived tonight 
with a suddenness that literaly swamp- 
ed the pool sellers. Corbett wagered 
$2,500 against $1,500 that he would be

returned the winner, while Britt placed 
$500 against $900 on his own chances. 
The Fight by Bounds. 
Round |. Careful fighting marked this 
round with Britt having a slight lead. 
Round 2. Britt almost floored the cham- 
pion with a fearful left to the body. Cor- 
bett fought back wildly and received a 
left swing to the jaw that nearly put 
him to the floor. Corbett swung right 
hard twice to Britt's kidneys. The sec- 
ond blow was a hard one. Corbett had 
all the better of the in-fighting. 
Round 3. They fought at close quarters, 
which Britt did not relish. It was Cor- 
bett’s round. He set a very fast pace 
and did not give Britt much time to keep 
his distance. 4 

Round 4. Corbett swung a hard right 
to the body and missed a hard left swing 
for the race. He kept after 
Britt, sending a right swing to 
the jaw. ‘They mixed it, and Corbett 
put a hard right to the face and then 
whipped a terrific left to the nose that 
sent the blood spouting from that _or- 
gan. Corbett had much the better of the 
round. 

Round 5. Britt sent the champion 
against the ropes with a fearful left to 
the stomach. Britt sent in a straight 
left to the face and Corbett stalled un- 
til the sound of the bel. Britt had a 
shade the best of this round. His body 
blows did not appear to suit the cham- 
pion who clinched repeatedly in this 
round. 

Rushed Into Arms’ 

Round 6. They rushed into a mix In 
which Corbett swung right and left to the 
jaw, but these were offset by two vicious 
lefts that Britt sent to the champion's 
stomach. Corbett whipped his right to 
Britt's jaw, sending his head back. It 
was a vicious blow and Jimmy fought 
dasperately, landing a left over Cor- 
bett's eye that tore that member open. 
It was a hard finish to a round in which 
honors were even. 

Round 7. Both men had badly discol- 
cred eyes. Britt sent a terrific right to 
the jaw and fqllowed it with a hard left 
to the body is forced the champion to 
Clinch. They went at it hammer and 
tongs, Britt having much the better of 
a fierce rally. In this round Britt out- 
fought Corbett in the mixes, Corbett re- 
peatedly stalling. 

Round 8. Britt landed several terrific 
right and left swings on the champion’s 
jaw. Corbett looked very groggy at this 
stage and clung desperately to save him- 
self. The house was in a terrific uproar. 
They stood in the center of the ring 
with Britt hammering Corbett on the jaw 
with right and left “at will. Corbett 
again stalleq to save himself. Britt tried 
to put the champion out, but apparently 
his blows lacked force. 


Both Men Bloody. 

Round 9. Corbett seemed fresher. Britt 
drove a left swing to Corbett’s nose, 
Starting the blood. Corbett then upper- 
cut with right to the face, starting the 
blood afresh from Britt’s eve. The round 
closed in Corhbett’s favor, Britt content- 
ing himself with resting. 

Round 10. The pace slackened consid- 
erably over the previous rounds. Britt 
sent Corbett’s head back with a right 
hook to his sore eye. He rushed Corbett 
to the ropes, but fafled to connect. As 
the bell sounded Britt reopened Corbett’s 
eve with a left. It was a hard fight 
and both men again went to their corners 
with blood flowing all over their faces. 

Foound J!,. Corbett missed! several 
rights for the face and held on to Britt, 
for which he was hissed. Both men ap- 
peared tired. In a mix wp against the 
ropes Corbett sent In left and right to 
the jaw and Jimmy looked very tfred as 
the bell rang. It was Corbett’s round. 

Round 12. Corbett kept after Britt re- 
lentlessly, but in most cases did not land. 
Britt forced Corbett to the ropes and 
failed to take advantage of a wide open- 
ing. Both men appeared tired.

HORRORS IN CONGO STATE _ 
SHOWN BY PHOTOGRAPHS 


ASHINGTON, March 25.—Repre- 

W\ sentatives of the American Bap- 

tist, southern Presbyterians and 
Disciples of Christ African Missions call- 
ed upon Secretary of State Hay today 
and described affairs in the Congo rcoun- 
try as viewed from the missionary stand- 
point. In the delegation were Dr. T. 
S. Barber, of Boston: S. H. Kister, of 
Nashville; A. Mclain, of Ctncinnati: Dr. 
Layton, of Olengi, Africa; Dr. Morrison, 
of Kasai, Africa, and Dr. Leslie, of 
Africa. 

Stories of atrocities practiced on the 
natives in the Congo country by thetr 
Belgian rulers were the principal fea- 
tures of the conferences. They were il- 
lustrated by photographs taken by the 
missionaries, the subjects being young 
children and youths maimed and mu- 
tilated with hands and feet chopped off, 
and, according to the members of the 
delegations, all because their parents and 
male relatives failed to bring in the pre- 
Bcribed numberof pounds of rubber dally. 

The missionaries also showed that their 


+ 
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work was rendered nearly valueless by 
the attitude of the Belgian officials in 
the Congo country. The monopolized 
all the fool supplies, making it difficult 
for the missions to procure vegetables or 
fowls or any thins iv eat from the na- 
tives who were obliged to turn their 
produce into the hands of the Belgian 
officers. Then by the cruelties practiced 
upon natives the latter were driven away 
from the missions and the schools were 
emptied. 

In addition it was stated no respect 
was shown for the property rights of the 
missionaries and it was on thfs last 
ground the delegation thought the state 
department might interfere. 

Secretary Hay heard his callers at 
length and in a sympathetic manner. He 
asked them to reduce their views to a 
written memorandum which he would 
consider. He did not hold out any defi- 
nite promise of relieving the situation in 


the Congo so far as the natives were 


concerned, because the United States was 
not one of the signatories to the treaty 
under which the Congo Free State be- 
came existent.

Washington, March 25.—(Special.)—The 
house committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce has been devoting a good ceal 
of time lately to the consideration of bills 
containing new legislation relating to the 
construction of the Panama canal. Sev- 
era) bills have been introduced, most of 
them bearing upon details of administra- 
tion of the canal strip, their respective au- 
thors setting forth at length their views 
upon the different phasas of the problems 
which are likely to present themselves. 
Some of these measures contain frovis- 
ions which may some time have to be 
enacted into law, but in the opinion of 
Judge Adamson, the Georgia member of 
the committee, there is nv» necessity for 
further legislation at this time. 

“It looks to me,”’ said Judge Adamson 
in discussing the work of the committee 
today, ‘‘as if the thing-to do is to g0 
ahead with the construction of the canal, 
The law already enacted gives ample au- 
thority for taking hold an: going to work 
practically. Most of the bills which are 
before our committee bear in some degree 
upon the theoretical side of possible dif- 
ficulties, the fine-haired questions of in- 
ternational law that may at some time 
come up in our relations with the republic 
of Panama. I am strongly opposed to 
wasting time In the consideration of such 
questions now. I have made a thorough 
examination of the Panama cana! law 
passed by congress and I can see no rea- 
son either for holding back or for devct- 
ing the time of congress to the considera- 
tion of theories. The country wants ac- 
tion.”’ 

In his consideration of the various bills 
befcre the committee of which he is One 
of the most prominent members, Judge 
Adamson has taken the same position. He 
does not believe any fturiher legislation 
fs neeessiry at thie sesazion of ¢ neress 
and says 320 with the vigorous hiurtness 
of the common sense which characterizes 
his official actions at Jl times.

A Great Future for Cotton. 

Under the head of “The Future De- 
mand for American Cotton,” J. L. 
Watkins, cotton expert of the division 
of statistics, has prepared an instruc- 
tive paper in the yearbook of the de- 
partment of agriculture. The writer 
goes into an gxtensive analysis of the 
factors in the increase of production 
and consumption of cotton, showing 
how cotton fabrics have rapidly dis- 
placed other fabrics, successfully com- 
peting with many lines of linen, 
wool and even silk manufacture. To 
such an extent has this competition 
progressed that the demand for raw 
cotton has practically increased 2,000,- 
000 bales within the past two years 
and the manufacturing world no long- 
er regards a 10,000,000-bale crop in 
the south as adequate to its demands 
under ordinary market conditions. 
The consensus of opinion seems to 
be that 12,000,000 bales the present 
season will not be a surplus crop. 

The decay of the linen trade is the 
most decisive victory of King Cotton 


-over competitive fabrics, and the old- 


est. A Belfast textile journal, pub- 
lished at the seat of the decadent lin- 
en in@lustry of north Ireland, declares 
that there was once a time when the 
different grades of society could be 
recognized by a linen standard. Now 
even the wealthiest and most aristo- 
cratic, it laments, do not even buy full 
linen shirts. According to this author- 
ity, the Rothschilds, the duke of 
York and other royalties buy Belfast- 
made shirts with only fronts and 
cuffs of linen, the bodies of cotton. 
The advance which the cotton man- 
ufacturer has made in the direction of 
imitating various makes of woolens 
has been very great in ten years So

connection with wool. 
}cotton at 10 cents a pound the differ- 
ence betwee, its cost and that of 
wool at 50 cents a pound is so great 
in these days,” says the bulletin of the 
National Association of Wool Manu- 
facturers, “as to encourage the. use 
of more or tess cotton in fabrics 
which will not command prices 
which allow a fair return provided the 
material used were all wool.” The 
woolen and worsted industry has de- 
clined in only a lesser degree than 
the linen industry as the result of 
cotton’s relentless competition. The 
advance in the arts of coloring and 
designing cotton fabrics is making the 
substitution of cotton for woo! almost 
universal. 

For a long time it has been known 
that silk manufacturers have used cot- 
ton for mixing with certain kinds of 
satin and other’ sflk _ fabrics, but 
from this bulletin of the agricultural 
department we learn that some of 
the foreign-made silks are heavily 
weighted and so mixed with mercer- 
ized cotton that it is difficult some- 
times to find the suk. Not only is 
cotton being extensively mixed with 
silk, but fabrics made from mercer- 
ized cotton yarns have entered the 
markets in competition with a certain 
class of silk goods. The consump- 
tion of mercerized cotton which is 
sold as such is enormous, and grow- 
ing rapidly. On this head The Irish 
Textile Journal says: 

The manufacture of mercerized cotton 
fabrics has, during the past two years, 
reached such proportions that these 
s00ds have taken apparently a perma- 
nent position among the textile stand- 
ards, and it is reasonable to presume 
that the position they occupy will be 
held for many years, or until some other 
fiber modification will have ‘been discov- 
ered that will come closer to silk. At 
the time mercerized threads were no- 
ticéd, the general opinion was that the 
newarticle would find only limited ap- 
plication among a few unimportant 
classes of goods, but as the pronerties 
became better known othe’ openings 
were found, so that today there is hard- 
ly'a fabric where silk is employed but 
that mercerized cotton can, to a cer- 
tain extent, displace it—from draperies 
and hangings, linings, ete., to neck- 
wear and hosiery. 

So much for some of the causes that 
have created a much greater demand 
for raw cotton within the last few 
years. Some of the points covered by 


Mr. Watkins in his interesting bulletin 
are so instructive in connection with 
a discussion of the future of cotton 
production in the south that we are 
constrained to quote briefly from his 
work. Since 1898 the United States 
has been the largest cotton consum- 
ing country in the world Great Brit- 
ain losing this distinction in that 
year. On this head this writer says: 


Undoubtedly this expansion could never 
have taken place except for the contin- 
ually increasing crops of the southern 
states. We are supplving the world 
with more than 85 per cent of the cot- 
ton it manufactures into clothing, 
and Mr. Ellison declared some years 
ago, when our crops were very much 
smaller than now, that the cotton crops 
of the United. States provide the raw 
materia] for more than half the calico 
used by the entire human race. Mr. Wu 
Ting-fang, the Chinese minister to this 
country, in a recent interview stated 
that until within the past few years 
his people made all the materia) for 
their own shirts, but owing to the clev- 
ermess of American manufacturers, 
China was being supplied with shirt 
stuffs superior to tts own. Consequently, 
these goods have crowded out those of 
China, and not only do the well-to-do, 
but the poor, also, wear American 
shirtings, and no matter how far you 
travel into the interior, you will see 
natives, who never laid eves on a for- 
eigner, clad in shirting from the United 
States. 

From the following it would not 
seem that any limit to the productive 
and consumptive possibilities of cot- 
ton is in sight: 

The consumption of cotton has _ in- 
creased so greatly within the past quar- 
ter of a century that there would ap- 
pear to be no limit to its future possi- 
bilities. It is estimated that of the 
world’s population of 1,500,000.000, 
about 500,000,000 regularly wear clothes, 
about 750,000,000 are partially clothed, 
and 250,000,000 habitually go almost 
naked, and that to clothe the entire 
population of the world would require 
42,000,000 bales of 500 pounds each. It, 
therefore, seems more than likely that 
the cotton industry will go on expanding 
unti) the whole of the inhabited earth is 
clothed with the products of its looms. 
This is not an unreasonable conclusion 
when we consider the fact that cotton 
is the cheapest material for clothing 
known to man. In the meantime, it 
may come to pass that the world’s area 
suitable for cottOn culture may have 
to be seriously reckoned with, just as 
was the case during the civil war. 

An expert analysis of the general 
cotton situation will, therefore, be 
seen to be anything but disquieting to 
the southern planter. He has the as- 
surance of a steady and heavy de- 
mand for his commodity far into the 
future, and the immediate market 
outlook is all that could be desired.

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OMPTROLLER GENERAL W. A. 
(3 waren is busily engaged in 

sending out the blanks upon which 
must be made the tax returns of the 
corporations of the state for the year 
1904. Under the law it is required that 
these returns be in the hands of the 
comptroller general by May I, but there 
is no penalty attached to failure to have 
them ready at that time, and it is us- 
ually the case that the majority of these 
returns do not make their appearance for 
several weeks later. 

The blanks this year will be exactly 
the same as those of last year. These 
include the blanks for returns of real 
and personal property, or physical prop- 
erty as distinguished from the franchise 
or intangible property, blanks for fran- 
chise tax returns and blanks showing the 
financia] status of each corporation in- 
cluding the amount and value of its 
stocks and bonds, its annual] income, net 
and gross. These latter figures are for 
the purpose of enabling the comptroller 
general to arrive at an estimate of the 
value of the corporation's franchise, 

It is not known just’ what turn the 


matter will take this year, but the be- | 


lief is geenral that there will be an- 
other series of arbitrations, particularly 
over the franchise assessments, for with 
these the state officials were far from 
satisfied last year, The total of the fran- 
chise tax returns which were made for 
the first time last year, after the arbi- 
tration committees had concluded their 
work, was a little less than $14,000,000, 
while the state officials assessed the 
franchises at nearly $30,000,000. There 
Is little doubt that the assessments this 
year will be larger than the returns, and 
the matter will no doubt be fought out 
again along the same old lines. The re- 
turns of physical property will, doubt- 
less, be made on practically the same 
basis as last year. 

Last year the tota] increase in tax re- 
turns from the state over the year be- 
fore was in the neighborhood of $40,000,- 
000, of which $17,000,060 was increase 
in corporation returns, $14,000,000 of 
this being’ due to the new franchise tax. 
Prosperity has continued to increase 
rather than wane, and state officials 
will expect the corporations to come for- 
ward with their share of the increase, 
and as the corporations thought last 
year their assessments had been put up 
to the highest notch, there is little doubt 
that the same old fights before arbitra- 
tion committees will be had. 

The work of last year disclosed sey- 
eral defects in the present system of 
making corporation returns, especially 
with regard to the method of arbitra- 
tion. This was not brought prominently 
to the front in time for legislative ac- 
tion, but there is little doubt that the 
legislature will take the matter up this 
year with a view to remedying the de- 
fects of the system. One feature that was 
disclosed last year was that the umpire 
in these arbitrations is the sole judge 
of the amount of returns to be made, 
and he can fix the amount in case the 
arbitrators fai] to agree. It was claimed 
in some instances last year that this 
Operated considerably to the disadvan- 
tage of the state, and it is not unlikely 
that the matter will be pushed at the 
coming session of ffe legislature. There 
is No.doubt that certain changes will be 
recommended both by Governor Terrell 
and Comptroller General Wright. 


Pension Payments Completed. 

Pension. Commissioner J. WwW. Lindsey 
Stated yesterday that he had completed 
the payment of pensions for the present 
year with the exception of a few strag- 
lers and several cases in which inves- 
tigation is necessary on account of grand 
jury tindings, 

Up to date Commissioner Lindsey has 
paid out a total of $861,215, payments 
being made to 6,758 indigent soldiers who 
received $402,600, to 3,136 disabled sol- 
diers who reecived $174,105, to 2,861 of 
the old class of widows who received 
$171,420 and to 1.816 indigent widows 
who received $108,960. Then $5,000 of the 
fund was used under legislative authori- 
ty to pay the expenses of the roster 
commission, in preparing a roster of the 
State troops who served in the civil] war. 
This makes a tota] expenditure to date 
Of $866,215 out of the total pension fund 
appropriated of $870,000, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $3,785. 

But this small unexpended balance will 
soon be paid out. In the first place there 
are fifteen cases where grand juries have 
questioned the right of pensioners. to 
draw the state’s bounty, Commissioner 
Lindsey will investigate each one of 
these cases before refusing to pay the 
claim, Then there are some fifty or more 
stragglers who have not yet received their 
pensions, Many of these are known to 
be living, but have in some instances 
changed their places of residence which 
accounts for their not having been paid 

It will be seen, therefore, that in the 
Wind up there will be practically nothing 
left of the pension fund of $870,000 te 
turn back into the treasury. WLast year 
there was a balance of about $16,000 
Which was turned back into the general 
fund out of the same amount appropriat- 
éd. The indications are, therefore, that 
the pension fund to he appropriate for 
next year will have to be larger by about 
$15,000 to $20,000 than was the fund 
for 1903 and 1904. Commissioner Lindsey 
Says he cannot arrive at any accurate 
estimate now, nor wil} he be able to do 
So by the time the legislature meets be- 
Cause of the fact that all the applica- 
tions will not be in hand until next Oc- 
tober. The vast mafority of them come 
to his o*ice in August and September. 
For this reason he will have to base his 
estimate th's year on past experlences 
and taking these into consideration he 
thinks he will have to have about $899,- 
000 to pay the pensioners in 1905. 


Educational Laws. 

At the last session of the legislature a 
resolution was adopted providing for a 
Special committee from the legislature to 
consider and investigate the laws on the 
Statute books relating to education. Many 
of these laws are obsolete and conflicting, 
and the object of the appointment of 
the committee was to give them a thor- 
ough overhauling. 

Thfs committee is composed of Messrs. 
Holder of Jackson, Bel] of Milton, Steed 
of Taylor, Owen of Pike. and Mc€urry 
of Hart from the house, and Senators 
Comas of the third, McMichael of the 
twenty-fourth, and Turner of the thirty- 
fourth from the senate. State School 
Commissioner W. B. Merritt was also 
made a member of this committee. 

A meeting of this. committee will be 
called after the primary of April 20, to 
be held at the capitol. The committee 
will go over al] the school laws of the 
State with a view to their revision and 
amendment, as well as getting them into 
compact form so that they may be pub- 
lished. This committeé will make its 
report to the coming session of the legis- 
lature, and will suggest such legislation 


: 
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as may be necessary to bring about the 
desired object. 


Court Hiouse to Be School. 

It is quite likely that the old court 
house at Isabella, Worth county, will be 
turned into a school house, as soon as 
the new court house at Sylvester can be 
built. s 

State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has receivegd a letter from J. G. 
Pelhill, of Sylvester, indersing his sug- 
gestion that the old court house be used 
for this purpose. The building is a good 
One for a school, or can be made so 
with the-expenditure of a small amount. 
The place is a healthy one, and with this 
building at the disposal of the county 
school board, a high school can be in- 
augurated in Worth county right along 
with another common school in the same 
building. 

In a recent election held fer the purpose 
of determining the question, it was de- 
cideqd to move the court house from 
isabella to Sylvester, which will be the 
future county seat. It will be almost 
a year, however, before the removal has 
been completed, and It is expected that 
arrangements will be made within that 
time to turn the old court house into a 
modern school,

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NEEDED THE CAS 


That's Why He Dealt with 
Get-Rich-Quick Concern, 


Kansas Senator Goes On Stand In 
Own Behalf and Explains Why 
He Accepted $500 a Month 
From the Rialto 
Company. 


—_———_ 


St. Louis, March 25.—Previous to the 
defense resting its case late today, Unit- 
ed States Senator Joseph Ralph Burton, 
of Kansas, took the stand in his own 
behalf, in connection with the charge of 
having illegally accepted fees from the 
Rialto Grain and Securities Company, of 
St. Louis. When he had concluded he 
was excused from the stand without 
cross-examination by the government. 

Senator Burton testified that he had 
accepted the offer of the Rialte com- 
pany to act as its general counsel be- 
cause he had lost heavily in a financtal 
panic, and needed the $500 a month, 
for which his contract called. 

“Tl was assured by the company,” he 
said, ‘that my duties would not be need- 
ed in Washington in any capacity. It 
was explained that Major Derfiis, pTes- 
ident of the Rialto company, had be- 
come involved in trouble growing out of 
the operations of the Brooks Brokerage 
Company, and that part of my duties 
would be to defend him on any crim- 
inal action that would be brought 
against him. 

“The Rialto company was also to have 
the use of my name and my gervices 
were to have been used in cOnnection 
with a securities department of the 
Rialto company, which, at that time, 
was projected. I expected to famil- 
farize myself with the condition of the 
corporations offering the securitics for 
sale and become acquainted with the 
Officers of the trust companies which 
make a specialty of handling securities 
of that character.” 

Notified of Appointment. 

Senator Burton testified that he had 
received a letter from Thomas Harlan, 
local attorney for the Rialto company, 
notifying him of his appointment as gen- 
eral cenunsel on Novernber 20, 1902. 

“Reference was made in that letter 
to the indictment of Major Dennis,” 
continued Senator Burton, “and T called 
upon Chief Postoffice Inspector Coch- 
ran, at Washington, and he told me 
that he did not know anything about 
the indictment. I then asked him if 
there were any complaints against the 
concern.” 

Judge Cheater H. Krum, who was 
conducting the examination, asked Sen- 
ator Burton why he inquired about the 
complaints. :

We were driv- 
ing past the postoffice department, and 
I suggested that we go in, and that I 
would introduce him to the fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general, Mr. Bristow. 

Burton Meets Cochran. 

“Mr. Bristow was out, however, and 
as we were leaving the building we pass- 
ed the room of the chief postoffice in- 
spvector, Cochran. I suggested that we 
call. I introduced Major Dennis, and he 
and Mr. Cochran talked on several mat- 
ters. The events that transpired were 
substantially the same as were mention- 
ed by Mr. Cochran in his testimony.” 

Judge Krum asked: 

*‘Inspector Cochran stated in his testi- 
mony that you had expressed a desire 
to him to form a practice before the 
departments :.n Washington. Did you do 
so?”’ 

“Tt told Mr. Cochran,” replied Senator 
Burton, ‘“‘that other senators and repre- 
sentatives had built up large privute 
practices during their terms of office, and 
that I, in a small way, desired to emulate 
them. Mr. Cochran and I are from the 
same state.” 

Judge Krum then asked Mr. Burton to 
teli the jury whether at any time he 
had ever said anything which could be 
construed into meaning that his purpose 
was to influence them in the performance 
of their official duties to either Mr. 
Cochran, the postmaster general, the 
fourth assistant postmaster general or 
the assistant attorney general in charge 
of postotfice affairs. 

Senator Burton replied 

“Absolutely none whatever.” 

Colonel W. W. Smith, of Topeka, Sen-: 
ator Burton’s private secretary, testified 
that he had frequently dictated and 
signed letters for Senator »urton, and 
picked out one of the letters introduced 
by the government as one which he had 
probably dictated. He testified that he 
had signed three of them. 

Judge Krum then took the stand in 
behalf of his client, and the defense 


then closed its case.

the stand in rebuttaJ, when court ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock.

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MET BRAVE SOLDIER’S DEATH 


Official Report on the Killing Moros 
of Lieutenant Flake, 


| of Georgia. 

In The Army and Navy Journal, of 
March 19, appears a ietter from Camp 
Pantar, Mindanao, under date of Jan- 
uary 26, givng an account of the battle 
with the Moros on January 22, last, in 
which Ldéeutenant Campbell W. Wake, 
of Georgia, lost hie life 

The report etates that the sultan of 
Ramelen on Lake Lanao had refused to 
eurrender two murderers among his 
henchmen. He had also fired °n a 
#mal]l hun party of officers of the 
Twenty infantry and swortn eter- 
nal enmity to the Americans. The ac- 


count of the fight in which Jieutenant : 


Biake wae killed is given as follows: 
On January 22, the first battalion of 
the Twenty-second infantry, 22 men 
etrong, went after him with the follow- 
ing : Major Parke, Captains Don- 
ovan, Hamilton, Wolf and Hannay, First 
Lieutenants Harris, Ripley, Hitt and 
Whitfield, gnd Second Lieutenants Rob- 
erts, WPilake, Remington, Rozelle and 
Moore, of the Iwenty-second infantry; 
Major Bullard, Twenty-elghth infantry; 
Captain Morton, ordnance; Surgeon Lam- 
bert and Second Jieutenants Mitchell 
and Adams, of the engineers. Théy em- 
barked in twelve small boats at Mara- 
hui at 2:30 a m., crossed the lake and 
Janded B and D companies about a mile 
above the Ramaien river, while A and 
© companies in the boats with one gat- 
jing gun and one VickersiMaxim gun, 
‘went around and up the river. The 
jlanding was made at about 6 a. m. in 
mud and water 4 feet deep and a march 
of about 2 miles through a fearful mud 
led to the sultan’s strongest oAt- 
ta. At about 8 a. m. the fighting was 
opened by Moros from ocottas screened 
by bamboo. In almost the beginning of 
the fight Ideutenant Flake was killed 
‘and Lieutenat Roberts scriously wounded 
avhile storming one of the cottas. After 
that we aot have a man hit. The 
Moras lost t thirty-five killed and 


ten burned in one of the cottas. The 
sultan fled before we landed to his friend, 
the sultan of Taraca, the only remain- 
ing hostile sultan on the lake now. The 
fight lasted about two hours, all told. 

‘Ve are all distressed by the sudden 
death of Lieutenant Flake. Strong and 
healthy, he was a perfect specimen of 
manhood. Courteous to al] and enthu- 
eiagstic in his work, he was a splendid 
young officer. His promising career is 
euddenly, without a moment’s warning, 
cut ghort. <A pall rests over the regi- 
ment, His funeral had to be conducted 
in silence; no music, no last volleys or 
taps; only the service and the address 
by the chaplain, because another offi- 
cer, Léeutenant Roberts, lay nearby so 
near death, He died a soldier's deathly at 
the head of his men, carrying out his 
orders, he met death unflinchingly. To

AURAL CARRIERS 
CIVEN INCREASE 


—- 


After Prolonged Debate Frisend 
of Carriers Won 


Postal Bill as Passed Carries Provis- 
ion for a Purchasing Agent. 
Baker Tries to Read Resolu- 
tion on President and Rail- 
roads, But Is Prevented. 


Washington, March 25.—The house to- 
day passed the postoffice appropriation 
bill, after a prolonged debate on the par- 
agraph affecting rural letter carriers, 
which, yesterday, was stricken out, but 
which today was inserted under a spe- 
cial order of the committee on rules. 
Every amendment and substitute offered 
to this paragraph was voted down. 

While a number of members were 
clamoring for recognition to offer amend- 
ments, Mr. Overstreet suddenly moved 
that all debate be closed and the Dill 
be reported and put upon its passage, 
which was carried with a vim. ~ Mr. 
Moon made an unsuccessful attempt to 
recommit the bill with instructions to 
strike out the appropriations for spe- 
cial facilities over trunk lines south of 
Washington and west of Kansas City. 
His motion was voted down 12! to 
114. 

The provision relating to rural carriers 
as adopted makes the salary $720 a 
year and prohibits the soliciting of busi- 
mess by carriers, Dut permits tno car- 
riers under certain restrictions to carry 
merchandise for hire. 

A provision for a purchasing agent 
for the postoffice department with a 
salary of $4,000 was adopted unani- 
mousely. Mr. Williams said the office 
of purchasing agent centralizes respon- 
sibility and makes one purchasing agent 
responsible for the purchase of sup- 
plies and for the honesty and propriety 
with which it is done. 

‘Mr. Baker, of New York, proposed an 
amendment which the clerk began read- 
ing, as follows: 

“To reimburse the great railroads the 
cost of supplying the president of the 
United States with special trains, clgars, 
wines—”’ 

The reading was stopped by a point of 
order, which was sustained. 

Mr. Pou, of North Carolina, accused 
the republicans of legislating in the in- 
terest of the ‘‘autmobile trust’ in es- 
tablishing rural routes only where there 
were good roads.

NEW VIADUCT IS DISCUSSED. 


County Committee Hears Views of 
Major McCollum on Proposed 
Bellwood Avenue Bridge. 

The proposed viaduct to span the rail- 
road tracks at the Bellwood avenue cross- 
ing was discussed yesterday afternoon at 
a conference between the roads and 
bridges committee of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners and Major J. I. Me- 
Collum, superintendent of the. Western 

and Atlantic Railroad Company. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of a conference between the county of- 
ficials and representatives of both the 
Western and Atlantic and Southern roads, 
the tracks of which cross Bellwood ave- 
nue, but General Agent J. S. B. Thomp- 
son, of the Southern, is out of the city 
and was not present. The members of 
the county committee are Judge BE B. 
Rosser, chairman; Colonel Clifford L. An- 
derson, and Hubert L. Culberson. 

Major McCollum expresseg the opinion 
that his company would be favorable to 
the project and he announced that h2 
would take up the matter with the execu- 
tive department. The committee decided 
to confer with Mr. Thompson, to ascer- 
tain the attitude of the Southern, ani 
to then have plans for the bridge drawn 
and the total cost estimated. 

It is proposed that the county shall 
build the approaches and abutments of 
the viaduct ang that the railroads shall 
jointly pay for the spanning of the tracks. 
If fhe railroads act favorably on the 
matter, then it is believed the viaduct 
will soon be a realization. Major Me- 
Collum stated that in arriving at the 
pro rata share of expense to be borne by

GA. ENCAMPMENT 


Details Being Arranged for 
a Week of Military Camp 
Life, 


Athens, Ga, March 25.—(Special.)—All 
the necessary preparations are ‘being 
made for the encampment of the uni- 
versity cadets next month. It may be 
as late ag the first week in May before 
the encampment is held, although it 
is the intention of the university author- 
ities to hold it the latter part of April. 
if possible ~The encampment is to be 
held in Gainesville. 

The reason for holding the encamp- 
ment is that the university desires to 
make its military department as effi- 
clent as possible. Under the act of con- 
eress the appropriation is made to the 
State college of agriculture and mechanic 
arts on a condition that military discip- 
line is observed. Therefore, the univer- 
sity desires to make the department of 
military tactics as efficient as possible. 

The faculty has decided that to go 
into camp will give the cadets a better 
idea and a truer insight into what mil- 
itary life and discipline mean than they 
can otherwise get and will enable work 
to be done in the modern way of drill 
that is impossible with the Mmited time 
and on the restricted area of the uni- 
versity campus. As to the effect of this 
step upon the other branches of study 
and work the faculty believes that a 
week of physical training and discipline 
in the fine climate of northeast Geor- 
gia in the spring of the year will put 
the cadets in good healthy bodily trim 
and will result‘in the ‘petterment of the 
work of the class room for the remainder 
of the session. 

The encampment will be under strict 
military discipline, under the direct su- 
pervision of the commandant of cadets 
who will be assisted by Professor § 
V. Sanford, of the university faculty, an 
experienced military Officer, who will be 
in camp during the week. The entire 
expenses to the students will be $5.

Then the market ad- 
vanced rapidly. The New Orleans bulls 
eupported vigorously and it looked as 
though the market was attraating a re- 
newal of outside demand.

ern Securities merger. The issuance of 
this statement was followed by a furious 
buying movement in Union Pacific, which 
carried it up to 855% compared with 85 
at the high point of the week. ‘Twice 
afterwards the price was carried to that 
level again, but the finctuations of the 
market after this spurt were undecided 
and advances proved impossible to hold, 
The animation awakened in Union Pacific 
by the formulation statement of the un- 
certain points at issue in the Northern 
Securities settlement indicated that the 
Operations in the stock were being con- 
ducted by persons not conversant with 
the inside facts and awakened suspicion 
of their speculative origin. The first in- 
fluence of the sharp advance in Union Pay 
cific, however, was to stimulate the gen- 
eral market.

thig year than accounted for by the cen- 
sus bureau. The contention is logical 
and naturally raises a doubt in the minds 
of those well posted, as to the correct- 
ness of the estimate, especially as the 
movement on its face Potnts to a crop of 
10,450,000.
